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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 are rejected. Claims 1-5 are pending of which claim 1 is an 
independent claim. 

Claims 1-5 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In response, applicants have made changes to the claims. Claim 1 has been 
amended to more specifically describe the present invention by adding language 
describing the use of a first wheel and second wheel, the first wheel positioned so that a 
central axis of the optical-fiber preform coincides with a tilt axis of the first wheel 
inclined at a predetermined initial angle 6^ and the second wheel capable of swinging on 

its vertical axis. Support for this amendment is found in the specification on page 9, line 
7 to line 20. In addition, language was added to describe the first and second twists 
which further describe the predetermined direction of the spinning and twisting in 
clockwise or counter-clockwise direction. Support for this amendment is found in the 
specification on page 7, line 15 to 17. 

By providing a description of the first and second twisting in first and second 
spin-forming steps in claim 1, antecedent basis is provided for the reference to the 
limitation pertaining to the twists in claim 2, Further clarification was made to claims 3 
and 4 related to equation number 4. The function S(z) represents both direction and spin 
and a represents the spin rate in tums/meter and n represents the number of twists. 
Support for these amendments are found in the specification on page 7, line 17 to 19,

page 8, line 18 to page 9, line 5. In addition, support is found in Henderson et al. (US 
5,943,466) Col 2, line 42. 

Accordingly, applicants respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejections of claim 
1-5 based upon the above change to the claims. 

Claims 1-5 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Evans 
et al (5,822,487). Applicants respectfully traverse this ground for rejection. 

Claim 1, as amended, recites a method for drawing an optical fiber firom an 
optical-fiber preform, the method comprising, inter alia, a first spin-forming step wherein 
said first spin- forming step is provided via a first wheel in a first predetermined direction 
that is perpendicular to a direction in which the optical-fiber preform is drawn, so that a 
central axis of the optical-fiber preform coincides with a tilt axis of the first wheel 
inclined at a predetermined initial angle 0^ and 

a second spin-forming step for applying a second predetermined spin to the 
optical-fiber preform via a second wheel in a second predetermined direction according 
to a predefined spin function wherein the second wheel swings between a vertical 
inclination angle Go and a vertical angle 9^2 with reference to the optical-fiber- 
drawing axis . 

In contrast, Evans (US 5,822,487) discloses a fiber for reduced polarization 
effects in amplifiers but does not disclose a second separate wheel capable of swinging 
between vertical inclination angles Gsi and 0s2 with reference to the optical-fiber-drawing 
axis. Evans was actually indirectly disclosed by the applicants in the prior art section of 
the specification in the present invention through the reference of Henderson et al (US 
5,943,466). Applicants have amended base claim 1 to distinguish the improvements of 
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the present invention over the prior art, Henderson and Evans. 

Therefore, applicants respectfully submit that Evans and Henderson do not 
anticipate the present invention. Withdrawal of this ground for rejection is respectfully 



The other claims in this application are each dependent from the independent 
claim discussed above and are therefore believed patentable for the same reasons. Since 
each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the invention, 
however, the individual consideration of the patentability of each on its own merits is 
respectfully requested. 

For all the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted that all the present 
claims are patentable in view of the cited references. A Notice of Allowance is 
respectfully requested.
